Then 
as they are heading downhill to come through the 
shoot at the finish line in that same location.

Concerning 
incorrect map 

This feller was sent to 
Ron Hutson, Main Street 
Chamber executive direc¬ 
tor, with a copy to The 
News. Ed. 

Thank you for your 
reply of May 16 regarding 
the incorrect BID map 
published in the Sierra 
Madre News and dis¬ 
tributed to business/ 
property owners within 
the BID boundaries as 


shown on that map. 
Advising me that the 
map is “technically 
correct’’ because the 
Windsor Lane R-1 area 
“does show as C-1 on 
‘a’ Planning Department 
map” only confirms that 
there are now at least 
two inaccurate maps and 
does not correct the 
problem. Residential 
properties on Windsor 
Lane, Montecito and 
Montecito Court are R-1 
and show as such on the 


City’s zoning map and 
the County Assessor’s 
map. 

I have been advised by 
legal and real estate 
experts that publishing 
an erroneous map can 
have serious ramifications 
in the future and should 
be corrected immediately. 

I’m sure that the Sierra 
Madre NeVs published 
what was provided to 
them and assumed it had 
been verified for accuracy. 


The only way to correct 
the error and forestall 
confusion created by 
the misleading BID map 
is to publish a map with 
corrected C-1 boundaries 
in the Sierra Madre News 
and redistribute the 
corrected map to all 
those who received the 
inaccurate map included 
with your BID packets. 
I respectfully request 
that you have this done 
immediately.

There are many areas in the city that beg 
for just the basic details of attention, a good

rooms at Heasley Field, but I’ll just stick to 
the efforts of our volunteer groups.

Gurdon Miller, one of the principals in the Hill¬ 
side Ordinance Task Force, took great umbrage, 
along with some of his peers, about the draft 
ordinance prepared for the city by the law firm of 
Burke, Williams and Sorenson.
